CONFLICTS WITH THE FACTS 


War Craft Commander Says He |*"" 
Thought Flag a Ruse and Oil 
Ship: Would Attack Him.

: WASHINGTON, Feb. 25.~The reply of 
the Austro-Hungarian Government to the 
note of the United States asking for an 
investigation and explanation of’ the at- 
tack made by an Austrian submariné on 
the Standard Oil tank ship Petrolite, 
flying the Américain’ flag, was received 
by ‘Secretaky Lansing today in a com: 
munication from Frederick C. Pénfield, 
the American Ambassador at. Vienna. 
The reply joins issue over the. facts in 
the case, and is unsatisfactory to ,the 
Wilson Adminitration. It. will possibly 
be followed by the delivery of a strong 
protest by the United States against 


the. action. of the Austrian’ submarine 
commander. 

While the-text of the Austrian reply 
Was withheld. and no announcement a% 
to the receipt of the communication was 
even made by the State Department, it’ 
was ascertained tonight from an in- 
formed ‘source thet the basic siements 
of the Austrian Government's. explana- 
tion are as follows:

The news from. Washinton: jeathraiy, 
while it didnot’ preclude, Congressional 
opposition. to. the country’s; foreign pol- 
icy, lessened the ‘ikelinood ‘of. what. the 
market had feared’ the day” ‘before—an 
open breach between ‘the - -Adrhinistra- 
tion ‘and the. upper and ‘lower’ houses ‘of 
Congress over the conduct: of thé nego- 
tiations with Germany in regard to the 
submarine problem. . With ‘tension ‘on 
this point lessened the. market drifted 
back into ‘dullness and into strength. 
Short covering was largely ‘responsible 
for the latter, but the news ‘of the day 
contributed to the same end ih the case 
of individual issues in addition to ‘the 
favcrable effect exerted by the Wash- 
ington advices-- The report that Ger- 
many would postpone the daté for cart- 
rying into-effect its new decree against 
armed merchant mén was: accepted. as 
an, indication or a satisfactory outcome 
of the situation. over which. Congress 
had threatened to oppose the President 
epenly.. This report helped: to confirm 
the belief that in the absence .of inter- 
ference by Congress ‘the Administration 
will bring about an agreement with Ger- 
many.

In 
the absence: of that the prevailing be- 
lief: appearg to be that the’ favorable 
factors in the home situation may. be 
éxpected to gradually increase public 
interest ‘in: the’ market. A corollary of 
this -view is that an attitude of caution 
is likely to prevail until ‘the outcome 
of our, relations with Germany become 
more clearly defined. 

The chance for optimisti¢d market 
views making themselves felt is in- 
creased by the fact that there has been 
real improvement .in the technical pasi- 
tion. In a good many cases, it is being 
reportéd, time loans of brokers are being 
paid off instead of being renewed.
